NiwToBX, Sept. 8U— TtM Herald's 
Vklpmieo oomqwadent telefnpheM 
foUowa: Es-PreeidaM' AidMiioeda, of 
Chill, ahot himaelf thrMpkt' fhe temple 
in hla room at the Argentkie legation in 
Santiago at 8:30 Saturday morning. The 
Btory became known kere in the after- 
noon and created tiie freateat ezcite- 

It leemi that Balmaceda left Santiago 
on Aug. M In the hope of making his 
eacape from Chili, but seeing that every 
arenue of retreat waa uut off he re- 
tnmed there on .Sept. '2 and WWt divtct 
to the Argentine legation. 

After the disastrona battle near Val- 
paraiso and the surrender of Santiago on 
Aug. 29, in company with ex-Alcalde 
Victor Ecbauren be took a carriatce and 
drove to a point two miles outtiide the 
eity. Here a special train of one car 
ana a locomotive was in waiting. The 
train went at high speed aa far as Lin- 
deros, forty-fiTe miles south of Santiago. 
There more carriagee were in waiting. 
Hurriedly alighting from the train thev 
entered the carriages and were again 
driven rapidly away. His intention nad 
been to go on board the Teaael Condell 
which he expected to find lying in Sau 
Antonio bay. Upon arriiong there, 
however, he discovered, to hkl duigffin, 
that the vessel had sailed. 

No one with the exception of the 
minister of the Argentine Republic and 
one other man who was devoled to th* 
unfortunate ex-president's cause, was 
admitted to talk to or see him. 

All the different phases of flight were 
considered bv the hunted ex-preeident. 

Senor Urriburia went to tne theatre 
Friday night. When he returned to the 
legation he liad a long and earnest talk 
with Balmaceda relative to the latter's 
ideas previously broached about the ad- 
Tiaability of giving himself up to the 
junta. Balmaceda and Senor Urriburia 
went to bed at midnight. 

Senora Urriburia, about 6 a. m. Sat- 
urday, heard a pistol shot in the bed- 
room which had been assigned to Bal- 
maceda. She notified her husband. Be- 
fore he went to Balmaceda's room he 
ran around to the house of Carloa 
Walker Martinez and bruui<ht that gen- 
tleoian back to the legation. Lfpon 
breaking in the door of Balmaceda's 
room it was found that he had shot 
himaelf. The body waa still warm. 
Tnere waa a gaping wotmd in the tem- 
ple. The bc^ waa niidmsad And lay 
on the bed. The rarolTar waa 11111 bald 
in his right hand. 

Senor Concho ran to Moneda and in- 
formed the junta of what bad happened. 
▲ oonimiasion was promptly issued. It 
ooo^riaad Carlos Walker Martinez, 
Saocr OoBCbo and Judge Agnerra of the 
iupniiM court They went direct to the 
legation from the office of the junta'a 
jTMNMntativea and viewed tha body. 
Tunr then drew up a prooes verbal car- 
aUjtDg to the fact4 already atated. 
Oraduially the newa apread all over San- 
tiago. Tna ezoitement ia indasorlbable.

B. They cheered and uwy hooiied 
and went iiito a freniy over tha death ol 
thdr chief enemy.

Cironinatanoaa compaUad ma to 
sanction certain acta, but many bad 
dafda that hAva been attributed to my 
orders wera navar known by ma until 
they bad been committed. 

"Untatba final Uttia at Placilla I 
had atiOBg hopes of triumphing over 
my foea.

I now knew thoee 
who only pretended frisoldiip for me 
because of the money that was to be got- 
te^ out of me. All the money that I 
have in my possession is |8,o00.

"Your minister, Patrick Egaa, many 
times offered me good advice. Hanrged 
me to make peace with those opposed to 
me and to retUre from ChUL I did not 
heed hia wise advice, for I thought he 
waa under the influanoe of the Junta'a 
orders, who were than rafOfsas in the 
American legation. All through the 
trouble my closest advisers ware always 
opposed to any overtures for peace." 

Another letter waa found addreaaed to 
Senor Urriburia. In it Balmaceda 
aaya: "When I saw the persecutiou di- 
rected agidinst me by penoas who had 
aupported my administration I came to 
the conclusion that the only way to put 
an end to thia persecution waa to take 
mv Ufe as X was tha rsa n o nsib la one. 
Adios, my good friend.' CHva mj fare- 
well ta my wifk and ohlMrsn."
